We believe that there 
are more important improvements for 
Richmond at the present time that 
demand our attention that the instal- 
lation of an expensive filtration plant 
serving Sacramento river water to 
Richmond residents when the present 
supply and resources are ample un- 
til pure snow water can be brought 
down from the Sierras.
